- having a table of pattern (collection of rules in figure 3) comprising a DAG 
representing multiply and add operations (figure 3, and page 186, left-hand

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known D1 in that the table of pattern is 
generated, it comprises an FMA DAG, a canonical form equivalent of the FMA DAG and 
a shape corresponding to the canonical form equivalent, and the floating -point 
expressions are matched against the patterns.

3. The subject-matter of claim 1 7 is the same as the subject-matter of claim 1 , written as 
an article and is inventive for the same reasons. 

4. The document D3 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of 
claim 33, and shows (the references in parentheses applying to this document):
